SUDEPE SUBMITS DRAFT BILL REGULATING FISHING INDUSTRY

[Text] Next week SUDEPE [Superintendency for Development of the Fishing Industry!, 
an agency of the Ministry of Agriculture, should forward the preliminary draft bill 
regulating the fishing industry to the Justice Ministry for examination, after which 
it will be submitted to the Mational Congress for evaluation and transformation into 
a draft bill. 


The bill was written by the SUDEPE General Counsel, with the input of the broadest 
sectors of Brazilian society, which offered suggestions not only for regulating 
fishing activity, strictly speaking, but also for providing incentives to fishing 
settlements and cooperatives, groups that should be making an important contribution 
to the economic and social development of the fishing induccry. 


The document contains a series of standards regulating such activities as supervision 
of fishing operations and issuance of licences for fishing vessels, and also provides 
for government participation in establishing stations and posts for biology and 
aquiculture (the cultivation or breeding of living things with an aquatic habitat). 


It will also be the responsibility of the government to promote and lend technical 
assistance for private cultivation and breeding. The draft bill also states that 
SUDEPE should regulate the operation of the fishing posts, warehouses and terminals, 
establishing them and administering them when necessary for the development of the 
sector. 


SUDEPE should also issue licenses for professional fishing and for the installation, 
operation, transfer, merger and incorporation of fishing enterprises. 


The preliminary draft bi’.l also establishes standards regulating exportation and 
importation of fish as well as the lease of foreign vessels.

FISHING VESSELS CONSTRUCTION PROGRAM--Brasilia ‘O GLOBO)—-The Maritime Ministry 

and SUDEPE [Superintendency for Development of the Fishing Industry] are considering 
the creation of a $600 million program for construction of fishing vessels. The 
program provides for construction of small- and medium-draft ships for manual fishing 
and of large vessels, with sophisticated equipment, for commercial fishing, including 
construction of “tuna netters,” outfitted with helicopters and costing $12 million 

on the international market. The nation's fishing is now done with leased foreign 
vessels. Half the lease is paid in currency and the rest in a share of the product. 
Brazil recently leased fovr Spanish “tuna netters." The operating costs for a vessel 
of this type, moored at the pier, is $18,000 per day.

EEC-SENEGALESE FISHING AGREEMENT INITIALED 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 14-15 Nov 81 p 3 


[Article by Abdallah Faye: "“Senegal-EEC: The Fishing Agreement Has Been 
Initialed”] 


[Text] Started on 5 October, then suspended in order to allow both parties time 
to think, the negotiations for renewal of the fishing agreement between the 
European Economic Community and the Government of Senegal have finally ended. The 
decument was initialed last Tuesday by Mr Simonet, on behalf of the EEC, and 
Robert Saqna, secretary of state for ocean fishing, for the Senegalese party. 


Increase 


The postponement of these negotiations had been motivated by basic differences, 
which were at first due to the new measures taken by Senegal concerning the number 
of licenses to be issued, in order to take into account the efforts of nationals 
going into the fishing sector. 


Afterwards it happened that the EEC's negotiations were not in agreement on the 
increase in compensation asked by our country. 


The Seregalese demands were finally met by the European Economic Tommunity, 
leading to the initialing of the document. 


The agreement that has just been signed provides for the issuance of fishing per- 
mits to cercain trawlers and tuna boats of the Community's member countries to 
fish in Senegalese waters. 


In return, the EEC will buy the licenses from Senegal and will pay compensation, 
the amount of which has been considerably increased. 


The European Economic Community will also finance a research program for some 
100 million CFA francs and will grant training scholarships to some Senegalese 
in the amount of 75 million francs. 


What is innovative in this fishing agreement is that henceforth licenses will be 
issued in accordance with the fishing capacities of the ships and no longer for a 
considered number of trawlers and tuna boats. 
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Cordiality 


The secretary of state for ocean fishing intends to renegotiate all the fishing 
agreements concluded between Senegal and outside countries. What must be seen in 
this wish of Robert Saqna is a concern for Senegal to obtain the greatest possible 
profit from its halieutic wealth. 


Negotiations bctween the European Economic Community and Senegal, he pointed out, 
were marked by very great cordiality, an illustration of the good relations which 
have always existed between the two partners. 


The EEC delegate, who confirmed this, went even further by indicating that this 
agreement could be considered a model of its kind ever to be signed between 
developed and developing countries. It should be recalled that the agreement is 
concluded for a 2-year period.

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NATIONAL ASSEMBLY ADOPTS MARINE RESOURCES BILL 
PMO81147 Paris LE MONDE in French 26 Nov 81 p & 


[Report by Laurent Zecchini: "National Assembly Adopts Bill on Exploitation 
of Marine Resources" ] 


[Excerpts] On Tuesda, 24 November, the National Assembly finally adopted the 
bill ratified by the Senate on the exploration and exploitation of deep-sea 
mineral resources. This text (which was not altered) aims to give France a 
temporary legal framework pending the implementation of the international 
convention on the law of the sea which will ultimately establish the law 
applicable to the prospecting and exploitation of these resources. Since 

seme states have already provided themselves with national legislation setting 
the conditions for allocating exclusive exploration and exploitation licenses 
to their nationals and since negotiation is to start on 1 January 1982 to ensure 
international recognition of the sites claimed by each state, the adoption of 
specific French legislation setting the conditions for granting licenses to 
French nationals was becoming a matter of urgency. 


As Mr Le Pensec, minister of the sea, and Mr Dupilet, (PS, Pas-de-Calais), 
keynote speaker for the production and trade commission, explained, a great deal 
is at stake in the exploitation of these marine resources: polymetallic nodules 
cover a surface of around 6 million square kilometers in the North Pacific. 

The metal reserves which they contain would represent 4 to 5 times the current 
nickel reserves, one-fourth to one-fifth of current copper reserves, 35 times 
current cobalt reserves and 8 to 9 times current manganese reserves. The aim 

of this bill, therefore, is to safeguard our technological expertise in the 
sphere of deep-sea exploration and to provide for France's future raw materials 
supplics now. Indeed we import 60 percent of our copper and 90 percent of our 
cobalt. 


Mr Le Pensec placed particular emphasis on the need for international solidarity 
in this sphere, stating: "All nations are not equally equipped to face this 

new challenge. The new resources and their future exploitation must contribute 
to the establishment of a more just world economic order and a more equitable 
international society in the distribution of the oceans’ resources.” The 
minister of the sea added: “France is not prepared to leave these resources 
entirely to the appetite of a few multinationals." In addition the bill makes 
provision for no industrial exploitation to be authorized before January 1988, 
this period to be used to establish an agreement among all states and implement 
the convention. 
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COAST GUARD REPORTS INCREASING VIOLATION OF FISHERY LIMITS 
Stockholm DAGENS NYHETER in Swedish 3 Nov 81 p 7

{Text] Swedish borders are continually being violated, though 
seldom in as sensational a manner +s the Soviet submarine's 
visit to the inner Karlskroma skerries. For the most part, it 
concerns violations of the new fishery limits that were 
established 1 January 1978. These limits are primarily being 
protected by the coast guard, the ocean's own mounted police. 


Some 50 of these violations have already been reported this year and 10 vessels have 
been ordered to dock in Sweden for police inspection. Most of them were ordered 
into Karlsk:ona and several vessels belonged to Eastern states. 


Crew members aboard the coast guard customs cruisers and yachts are sea bears who are 
almost always out there to protect our borders or ready to jump in and take the con- 
sequences whenever anything happens at sea. 


They fight smuggling and border violations and are willing to offer their lives in 
all kinds of sea rescue operations. They are the nation's furthest output when it 
comes to protecting the environment threatened by oi] spills and other things. 


One coast guard vessel, TV 281 from Kalmar, was the center of world news events 
during the Soviet submarine's first few days in Karlskrona. It was anchored near 
the stranded submarine to protect Swedish interests. 


Two Borders 


Every day is dramatic in another way for the personnel aboard our customs yachts. 

It primarily concerns the protection of two different borders. One is the territorial 
limit, which just lately has come to the fore. In principle, this limit extends 12 
nautical miles beyond the Swedish landmass. Foreign vessels are not allowed to 

remain inside this limit. The stranded submarine's escort lies waiting just beyond 
the territorial limit. Unwelcame guests in Swedish waters are also sent beyond 

this limit. 


There is also a general ban against trawling inside the territorial limit, but, 
indeed, there are some exceptions to this rule. 
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The border which is most frequently violated is the fishery limits established by 


Sweden 1 January 1978. In principle, this line cuts across the middle of the Baltic 
Sea. The area closest to Sweden constitutes the Swedish fishing zame. 


Disagreement 


However, there is disagreement between Sweden and the Soviet Union as to where the 
line between the two countries should be drawn outside Gotland. Shoauid the limit 

be computed between Gotland and the Baltic States or between the Swedish mainland and 
the Baltic States. Sweden is of the opinion the limit should extend fram Gotland, 
which the Soviet Unicon opposes. Therefore, until an agreement can be reached, we 
have an area in which there are no generally accepted rules, a so-called “white” 
zone. That is now the only area in the Baltic Sea where there is open fishing. 


During a completely normal 24-hour period aboard TV 281, the vessel might leave a 
harbor on Oland, sweep southward to Bornholm and then follow the Swedish fishery 
limits past the southern sh°8l of Oland northward along Gotland. 


All Reported 


During a run like that, a lot of fishing vessels are being checked in the area patrolled. 
All foreign vessels are reported and all fishing vessels checked with the Cammunications 
Center. If they have a fishing permit and have filed the necessary applications, 
nothing happens if time and catches correspond with their applications. 


A lot of checks are being made this way. They even check mesh sizes of trawling 
nets and legal minimum sizes of certain types of fish when it is necessary. 


“Enforcing Swedish fishery limits has became one of the coast guard's biggest tasks. 
Prom time to time we do order vessels into Kariskrona for police inspection,” said 
Arne Magnusson, skipper aboard the 2l-meter, newly built and completely modern 
customs yacht TV 261. 


"Generally speaking, one might say that guests in Swedish waters gladly put up with 
the controls necessary for them to remain there. Violations which we cannot handle 
on the spot must be dealt with through diplomatic Channels. 


In Order 


"One week we may bring a Polish trawler into Karlskrama; the next week we find it 
again inside the Swedish zone, but this time we can be almost certain that all papers 
are in order,” he continued. 


When DAGENS NYHETER visited aboard TV 261, the coast guardsmen on duty besides Arne 
Magnusson were Ake Johansscm, Hans Olsson and Anders Janssan. 


They have the necessary equipment aboard this vessel. They have enviable technical 
equipment, everything from automatic pilot to a lively diesel engine, which wants 
nothing more than to be revved up to pursue an enctoacher, a smuggler or to evaluate 
the extent of possible environmental damage. 


From the ship's deck, everything that comes into view is photographed, all objects 
and every observation about who is fishing and how it is being dame logged etc. 











The coast guard has the help of the navy and the air force when it comes to deliberate 
searches for vessels. But, beyond the search itself and eventual photograpts, the 
air force, in particular, has little chance of ccamunicating with the party at sea. 
This is where the coast guard comes in. 


The urchins aboard same of the coast guard vessels know their job is never the same 
from one day to the next. Virtually no inspection is made without adhering to a 
scheduled routine from the beginning, be it a sea rescue operation, fcllowing up On 
smuggling tips or the most recent task of approaching Whiskey submarine 137 stranded 
on a rock in the Karlskrona skerries. 


Our fishing neighbors in the Baltic and in the Atlantic have a great deal of respect 
for the Swedish coast guard. Our fishery surveillance is considered to be the 
world’s most effective. 
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COAST GUARDSMEN QUESTION ABILITY TO ENFORCE LIMITS 
Stockholm DAGENS NYHETER in Swedish 7 Now 61 p 12

[Text] Some 500 coast guardsmen in this country are concerned 
about future work assignments. Based on a report issued by 
former Cammunications Minister Ulf Adelsohn, the entire coast 
guard unit will be transferred to the Department of Navigation 
where it will become part of the Transportation Sectican. 


"It is absolutely absurd,” said Birger “ogne, Oxelosund, chairman of the Cuctcms 
Workers’ Union, Section 5, which includes all coast guardsmen in Uppland, Stockhola, 
Sormland and Ostergotland. 


“Instead of giving us more police authority so that we can do our job better, they 
want to make us ocean taxi drivers. We will taxi pilots to and fram work aboard 
various merchant vessels. That is just as horrible as if someone came up with the 
idea that police should serve as taxi drivers when not assigned to searche< or 
investigations. 


"We have police authority in connection with smuggling, but not so when vessels are 
dumping environmentally harmful substances overboard or when we are supposed to enforce 
ocean traffic or environment protection regulatians. 


Jobs Sacrificed 


"We know the government is cnly interested in saving money and we are simply afrai¢ 
that our jobs will be sacrificed. If we end up in the Department of Navigatica-<-a 
business oriented department--the issue will became the profitability of our service, 
which is obviously considered pleasure-reiated. 


“Instead, we suggest dispensing with the costly ocean police. Police can use our 
fast-moving speed boats when they have to investigate anything at sea and we can 
establish a cooperative agreement with the Department of Navigation with respect to 
the use of our boats to combat oi] spills etc." 


“It is unbelievable *hat the Cuctans Bureau could have written as positive a statement 
as they did,” said Ulf Ringberger, urian secretary. “To be sure, it talks about a new 
organization, but means the Department of Navigation. Only three bureau chiefs have 
expressed reservation, namely Arne Rund.ocf, Bengt Nygren and Robert Udd. 





"But advertisements tell us the Department of Navigation is seeking facilities in 
Norrkoping for our activites. And we know that several of qur superiors are looking 
for housing there. One of them has already started to work for the Department of 
Navigation so we fear the government has already come to a decision without considering 


the consequences. 


“We feel we are being deceived by the politicians, who have been led astray by this 
report and by our superiors who are only theoreticians. We who work at sea know 
what the situation is along our coasts and borders. There is no end to oil spills, 
smuggling and border violations. Just look at Karlskrma!" 
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
